There is much discussion these days concerning what things 
have a proper place in schools other than academics. Boards 
of Education all over our Country are debating the merits 
of so called extra curricular activities, and many are being 
ordered to be curtailed.

An Aspect of Honor 


When you ask someone to do something for you, you usu- 
a ask a person whom you feel you can trust to get the job 

one. 

Now, if for some reason the person does not do the job to 
the best of his ability, you tend to lose your faith in him. Of 
course, there are reasons, and reasons. Some of these may 
sway your opinion either way. But the point is that you like 
to feel that you can depend on people. And, it hurts when 
you find you can’t. 

A person who is not trustworthy is bound to lose, at the 
least, those friends who depended upon him. Word gets 
around, and public opinion is shaped. Much more than a per- 
son’s reliability is at stake. 

Most of us feel, until proven otherwise, that people can 
be trusted. So it cuts deeply to find subtle dishonesty. This 
is the kind of dishonesty which isn’t outright lying, theft, or 
cheating. It is the “if, and, but, maybe, and because.” 
Because this form of dishonesty is so difficult to pin 
down with facts and figures, those who make use of it are 
seldom punished — except with the disapproval of others. 

We here at AMA talk a great deal about the Honor 
System. It is a good thing, and there is no question about 
it. Yet, how many cases do each of us know of, in which 
someone has let someone else down, in which a promise 
hasn’t been kept, in which some command hasn’t been carried 
out — and nothing has been done because it seemed too min- 
or. 

The heart of our Honor System is in each individual, and 
no one can afford to overlook the “little things.” They are 
sometimes more important than the big ones. They are the 
ones which really prove character. 

I do not think that anyone will deny that trustworthiness 
is one measure of character. 

How do we measure up? 

A truthful answer to this question might be quite re- 
vealing.

This is the honor won for AMA 
by the Hawkeyes, Augusta’s rifle- 
men, Their winning score was 
2719 out of a possible 3000. 

As an acknowledgement of their 
victory the members of the Rifle 
Team will receive a trophy and 
individual medals from the 2nd 
Army Commander. The trophy is 


usually passed to the new winning | 


school from the previous year’s 
winner. But since this is the third 
year in a row that Augusta has 
won, the trophy will remain at 
the Academy permanently. 

The Hawkeyes have been busy 
lately, with five major matches 
within a month. 

The first string Rifle Team took 
second place in the 2nd Army 
Area for the National Hearst 
Match. The second string took 
third place. The first team cap- 
tured third place in the over-all 
National standings, losing second 
place to Staunton Military Acad- 
emy by a single point. 

Twice this season the riflemen 
have bettered their own range rec- 
ord. The second time came this 
month when they vied Hargrave 
Military Academy in a _ postal 
match. They hoisted the AMA 
range record to 1416. This was 
not enough to win the match, how- 
ever, as Hargrave posted with a 
score of 1420 to defeat the AMA 
team. 

Other recent scores turned in 
by the Hawkeyes include a 1360- 
1293 victory over Massanutien, 
2490921382—avin cover Fork Union, 
a 1393-1342 triump over the VMI 
Keydets, a 1405 1393 success 
against rival Fishburne, a 1404- 
1409 loss to Hargrave at Chatham 
and the 1416-1420 defeat by Har- 
grave, as noted above. 

Consistent top-scorers for Au- 
gusta have been Cadets John Ad- 
ams, Mike Murray, and Roger 
Northrup. At VMI Cadet Adams 


broke the kneeling position reccrd | 


for the range with a perfect score 
of 100. This was the first time 
any preparatory school man had 
done this. For this record Cadet 
Adams was honored by having his 
name listed on a plaque at the 
VMI range. Other than for Ad- 
ams, the plaque honors only col- 
legiate riflemen.

Compiled figures show that reports for throwing snow 
balls at or in the vicinity or Barracks dropped from seventy 
nine on the first day of the “Big Show” to only two on the day 
of 1st examinations.
